New Delhi, the 16th July. 1969 

S.O. 2933 ,—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 of the Inter-State 
Corporations Act, 1957 (38 of 1957), the Central Government after consulting the Gov¬ 
ernments of the States of Haryana and Punjab and the Union territory of Himachal Pra¬ 
desh and the Administrartor of the Union territory of Chandigarh approves, with certain 
modifications, the scheme forwarded by the Government of Punjab relating to the recon¬ 
stitution and reorganisation of the existing Zila Parishads, Panchayat Samitis and Gram 
Sabhas constituted under the Punjab Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads Act, 1961 
(Punjab Act 3 of 1961) and the Punjab Gram Panchayat Act, 1952 (Punjab Act 4 of 
1953), and functioning as inter-Statc cforporatlons in parts of the States of Haryana and 
Punjab and the Union territories of Himachal Pradesh and Chandigarh, and for the pui^ 
TOse of giving effect to the scheme so approved, the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order, namely :— ^ i4 

1. Short title and commenceineaL—(1) This Order may be called the Punjab 2ala 
Parishads, Panchayat Samitis and Gram Sabhas (Reconstitution and Reorganisation) Order, 
1969. 

(2) It shall come into force on the 1st September 1969, 

i. Definitions.—In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Act" means the Punjab Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads Act, 1961 (Pan- 
jab Act 3 of 1961) or the Punjab Oram Panchayat Act, 1952 (Punjab Act 
4 of 1953), as the case may be; 
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(b) “appointed day” means the date of commencement of this Order, 

(c) “existing panchayat” means an existing Zila Parishad, Panchayat Samiti or 

Gram ^bha mentioned in column tl) of the First Schedule, which havinir 
been constituted under the Punjab Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishada 
Act, 1961 (Punjab Act 3 of 1961), or the Punjab Oram Panchayat Act, 
1952 (Punjab Act 4 of 1953), as the case may be, is functioning and operat¬ 
ing immediately before the appointed day as an Inter-State corporate body; 

(d) “Gram Sabha” means of Gram Sabha established under section 5 of the Pun¬ 

jab Gram Panchayat Act, 1932 (Punjab Act 4 of 1933); 

(e) “Panchayat Samiti” means a Panchayat Samiti constituted under the Punjab- 

Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads Act. 1961 (Punjab Act 3 of 1961); 

(f) “Schedule” means a Schedule appended to this Order; 

(g) “State Government", in relation to a Union territory, means the Administrator 

thereof; 

(h) “successor Government", in relation to an existing panchayat, means the State 

Government having jurisdiction over the area or any part thereof in whicb 
an existing panchayat is functioning Immediately before the appointed 
day; 

(i) “successor panchayat", in relation to an existing panchayat, means— 

(1) the new ZUa Parishads or the new Panch^at Samitis or the new Gram 

Sabhas mentioned in column (3) of the First Schedule against the exist¬ 
ing panchayat or 

(2) the Zila Parishad, Panchayat Samiti or Gram SaUia, as the case may be, 
mentioned in column (5) of the First Schedule against the existing. 

panchayat; 

(j) “village" means any local area, recorded as a revenue estate immediately 

before the 1st November 1966 in the revenue records of the district in 
which it is situated; 

(k) “Zila Parishad” means a Zila Parishad constituted under the Punjab Panchayat 

Samitis and Zila Parishads Act, 1961 (Punjab Act 3 of 1961); 

(l) words and expressions used but not defined in this Order and defined in the 

Punjab Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads Act, 1961 (Punjab Act 3 of 
1961) or the Punjab Gram Panchayat Act, 1932 (Punjab Act 4 of 1933), as 
the case may be, shSlT have the meaning respectively assigned to them in 
the relevant Act. 

3. Dissolution of the existing panchayats and constitution of new panchayats.—As inim 
the appointed day,—(1) the existing panchayats shall stand dissolved and all members 
thereof (including, in the case of a Gram Sabha, the Chairman of the Gram Sabha and 
Sarpanches and Panches of the Gram Panchayat of the Oram Sabha) shall vacate office; 

(2) the authorities specified In column (4) of the First Schedule shill constitute for 
the areas specified in column (2) thereof, a new Zila Parishad, Panchayat . .imlti or Gram 
Sabha, as the case may be, by the name specified in column (3) of the sair; Schedule; 

Provided that where the same name has been specified in column (3) of the First 
Schedule against different areas specified in column (2) thereof, all such areas shall be 
constituted into a single Zila Parishad, Panchayat Samiti or Gram Sabha, as the case 
may be; 

(3) the jurisdiction of the Zila Parishad or Panchayat Samiti or Gram Sabha specified 
in column (5) of the First Schedule shall extend to the areas apecifled in column (2) 
thereof against that body. 

4, ProTWon as to temporary admbdstrathiti of new Ztta Faitshada, Fauchayat SamMu 
and Gram Sabhas,—Until members are elected to a Zila Parishad, Panchayat Samiti or the 
Gram Panchayat of a Gram Sabha constituted under clauw (2) of paragraph 3 of this 
Order and the first meeting of that body is held, the authority which constitutes that body 
sbaU appoint an administrator or administrators or nominate any person or persons con- 
widered suitable in this behalf, to exercise the powers and x>erfonn the functions of the 
Zila Pari^ad, Panchayat Samiti or Oram Panchayat, as the case may be. 
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5. DlrWon of a«seti and liabilities.—ID ;"ubiect to the other provisions of this Order, 
the cash balances and investments of the existing panchayats, as on the appointed day, 
ah?',!! bo apportioned between the successor panchayats in such manner and according to 
such principles as may be agreed upon by the suecssor Governments, or In default of such 
agreement, as the Centra! Government may by order direct. 

(2) Sut^'ect to the other provisions of this Order, a!! land and all stores, articles and 
other goods belonging to an existing pianchayat shall— 

(a) if within the jurisdiction of a successor panchayat, pass to that successor 

panchayat; 

(b) in any other case, be distributed among the successor panchayats in such 

manner as may be agreed upon by the successor Governments, or in default 
of such agreement, as the C^tral Government may by order direct. 

Explanation.—In this sub-clause, the expression “land" includes immovable property 
of every kind and any rights in or over such property. 

(3) The liabilities of the existing panchayats, as on the appointed day, shall be appor¬ 
tioned between the successor panchayats in such manner and according to such principles 
as may be aweed upon by the successor Governments, or in default of such agreement; 
as the Central Government may by order direct, 

6. Arrears of taxes, etc.—As from the appointed day, the right of an existing panchayat 
to recover any arrears of taxes or fees on property payable by a rate payer sh^ vest In 
the successor panchayat in whoso jurisdiction the property is situated and such right to 
recover other arrears shall belong to the successor panchayat in whose jurisdiction tha 
place of assessment of that tax or fee is Included. 

7. Contracts.—Where before the appointed day, an existing panchayat has made any 
contract, that contract shall bo deemed to have bron made— 

(a) if the purposes of the contract are, as from the appointed day, exclusively re- 

latable to a successor panchayat, by that panchayat; and 

(b) in any other case, by the successor panchayat in whose jurisdiction the head¬ 

quarters of the existing panchayat was situated; 

and accordingly, aU rights and liabilities which had accrued, or may accrue, under any 
such contract shall, to the extent to which they would have been rights or hnbilities of 
the existing panchayat, be the rights or liabilities of the successor panchayat concerned. 

8. Payment of conlrlbutions under sections 78 and 97 of the Punjab Panchayat Samltls 
and ZUa Farl.shads Act, 1961 and section 81 of the Pnnjab Gram Panchayat Act, 1952.— 

Any contribution payable, in respect of any period before the appointed day, to an exist¬ 
ing panchayat by the State Government or any local authority under sections 78 and 97 
of the Punjab Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads Act, 1961 (Punjab Act 3 of 1961) 
and section 81 of the Punjab Gram Panchayat Act, 1952 (Punjab Act 4 of 1953), shall 
be apportioned between the successor panchayats in the proportion, as may be agreed 
upon by the succes.sor Governments, or in default of such agreement, as the Central 
Government may by order direct. 

9. Residnary provlsioii.—The benefit or burden of any asset or liability of an existing 
panchayat not dealt with in the foregoing pro'visions of this Order sh^l pass to that 
successor panchayat in whose jurisdiction the headquarters of the existing panchayat is 
located, subject to such financial adjustment between the successor panchayats as may M 
agreed upon between the successor Governments, or in default of such agreement, as the 
Central Government may by order direct. 

10. Provisions relating to employees of existing panchayatt^pery employee of im 
existing panchayat holding office immediately before the appointed day shall be allmtea 
to such successor panchayat, as may be agreed upon between the succes^r Governments, 
or in default of such agreement, as the Central Government may by order direct: 

Provided that the conditions of service applicable immediately before ffie appointed 
day to any such employee shall not be varied to his disadvantage except with the previous 
approval of the successor Government concerned. 

11. Legal proceedfaiga^Whcre immediately before the appointed day, M 
panchayat is a party to any legal proceedings in respect of any property, rl^tt or liabi¬ 
lities subject to apportionnient under this Older, the successor panchayat which succeeds 
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to, or acquires a share in, that property or those rights or liabilities by virtue of any 
provision bf this Order shall be darned to be substituted for the existing panchayat, as a 
party to those proceedings or added as a party thereto, as the case may bo, and the 
proceedings may continue accordingly. 

12. Transfer of proceedlnffs pendliig before existing Panchayats.—Every Proceedinjc 

pending Immediately before the appointed day before an existing panchayat shall, if it la 
a proceeding relating exclusively to any area included in the jurisdiction of a successor 
panchayt, stand transferred to that successor panchayat and in other cases to the successor 
panchayat in whose jurisdiction the headquarters of the existing panchayat was situated. 

13. Savini^.—(1) Every appointment, notification, notice, tax, fee, order, 
licence, permission, rule, bye-law or form made, issued, imposed or granted in r 
any existing panchayat and in force immediately before the appointed day shall, in so far 
as it is not inconsistent with the relevant Act, be deemed to have been made, issued, 
imposed or wanted in respect of the successor panchayat under th© relevant Act and shall 
continue to to in force until it is superseded or modified by a competent authority. 

(2) All budget estimates, assessments, assessment lists, valuation or measurements made 
or authenticated immediately before the appointed day by an exisfing panchayat shall so 
far as it is concerned be deemed to have been made or authenticated by each of the suc¬ 
cessor panchayats, under the relevant Act. 

14. Adaptations and modifications In the Acts.—As from the appointed day, the 
Ptmjab Panchayat Samitis and Zila Parishads Act, 1961 (Punjab Act 3 of 1961) and the 
I^njab Gram Panchayat Act, 1952 (Punjab Act 4 of 1953) shall, until altered, repealed 
or amended by a competent Legislature, nave effect subject to the adaptations and modifl- 
..cations specif!^ in the Second Schedule hereto annexed.

“(i) every Member of the Punjab Legislative Assembly or the Haryana Legislative 
As-sembly or the Himachal Pradesh Legislative Assembly, as the case may 
be, representing the constituency of which the block forms part, provided he 
is not a Primary Member of the Panchayat Samiti; and”.

“(f) is so disqualified by or under any law made by the Legislature of the Punjab 
State or the Legislature of the Haryana State or the Legislature of the 
Union territoiy of Himachal Pradesh, as the case may be; or".

“(d) every member of Parliament or of the Punjab Legislative Assembly or tho 
Punjab Legislative Council or the Haryana Legislative Assembly or the 
Himachal Pradesh Legislative Assembly, as the case may be, representing 
the district or any part thereof for so long aa he remains such member 

7 . Section 106 .-—After the words and figures “the Punjab Municipal Act, 1911 ”, the 
words “or any other Act for the time being in force” shall be inserted.
